And what would it availe us if Chriſt 
ſhould now raiſe our dead friend to life 
remporall , and not raiſe our dead ſouls 
unto life erternall, 

Ler us ſtirre up our ſelves to take hold 
on God ; letuslive the life of faith, and 
we ſhall be ſo far from being over grie- 
ved,ar the death of our friend, that we 
ſhall joyfully entertain our own, We 
ſhall be as willing to leave the world, as 
the tired mariner is to leave the ſea , af- 
. ter he hath been ſpent with the rediouſ- 
neſs of a long & dangerous voyage, after 
he hath paſſed many- a painfull day, and 
redious night, and birter (torme , with 
much longing expexation, and yet ſees 
noland. If at length he once more 
comes within ken of that his whiſhed 
ſhore, how is he then ready to leap for 
Joy;and to cry out with him in the poer,
